REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant's arguments are unclear. With respect to claim 8, Applicant seems to be arguing that it would not have been obvious to 
have combined Duckett and Santos. The rejection relied on Santos for the sole teaching of organizing and replaying user 
choices (a user behavior model) in correlation with statistical information. Both Duckett and Santos disclose recording user 
interactions with a website and replaying the user actions. Duckett merely disclosed replaying user choices but not in correlation 
with any statistical information. Santos teaches organizing recorded user choices into segments or demographics. The rejection 
relied on Santos' use of demographics as a teaching for statistical information. The rejection thus was based on modifying 
Duckett to include the demographics taught by Santos. Santos discloses that one benefit of this feature is the development of 
better simulations of web-page activity which provides better evaluations of a website. 

With respect to claim 12, Applicant argues that it would not have been obvious to have combined Santos with Rowley. The rejection 

merely relied on Rowley to disclose a display that displayed a browser simulation of recorded user actions. Like Santos, Rowley 
is directed to a system for collecting user actions to simulate a network connection [Santos, 0014-0016, Rowley, column 1 «lines 
50-57»1. Rowley discloses displaying a recorded user actions. Santos discloses recording user actions. The rejection thus was 
based on modifying Santos to include Rowley's display features. The motivation to combine the references was based on the 
well-known benefits of having a display in a computer system which in this case would allow Santos' users to view the network 
simulation. 

For the foregoing reasons, the examiner respectfully disagrees witr^Applicant's arguments. . .
